The opening of the June session 
of the County Council took place 
Tuesday afternoon, at which the 
Address by the Werden, Joseph 
Handley. of Somerville, was deliver- 
ed. The various communications re- 
ceived since the last session were 
read, and notice of a number of 

motions passed. 


The Warden's Address 
| ‘The Warden's address to the 
members of the Council was as fol- 
lows: 

“You have been calleq together 
gt this time to make the annual 
@qualization of the assessment of 
the various municipalities, as re- 
_ quired by section 89, of the Assess- 

ment Act. This section requires that 
the equalization shall be made be- 
fore July 1st, in each year. A By- 
baw was passed by this County 
tome years ago, providing that this 
session is to be held the first week 
in June. 

“In connection with this equali- 
zation. a committee was appointed 
at the January session. They have 
made a wery careful examination 
of every assessment roll in the 
County, and will submit a detailed 
report with regard to the Business 
Assessment of each municipality. 
“There is the further duty im- 
posed upon you of striking the 
rates for the General anj Home for 
Aged Accounts in order to provide 
funds for the carrying on of meces- 
sary work and discharging the var- 


lous commitments of the County. 

“Since our last meeting, the of- 
fices of Clerk of the Gounty Court, 
Clerk of the Surrogate Court, and 
Clerk of the Supreme Court, have 
been filled by the Provincial Go- 
yernment, in the appointment of 
W. W. Staples, ex MP-.P., who as- 
sumed his duties on May lst, 1934. 

“For the first time, the work pro- 
yided on the County Road System 
is belng done under the Relief 
Plan, as proposed by the Dominion 
and Provincjal Governments. Ac- 
cording to the terms of the agree- 
ment, the Dominion and Provincial 
Governments will each assume one- 
third of the labor costs of any work 
done, 

“An inspection of all County Brid- 
ges has been made by the Commit- 
tee, and a report of their recom- 
mendations will be submitted for 
your consideration. 

“your County Property Commit- 
tee met and decided to ask for ten- 
ders for painting the outside of the 
Court House, These tenders will be 
submitted during (his scerion, fer 
nny necessary action. 

“The various other documents and 
accounts to be presented will oc- 
cupy your time fully.” 

At the close of the short session, 
the Councillors inspected the home 
For The Aged, where sixty-two per- 
sons are confined at the present 
time.

Will Have To Be Used More 
Carefully If Wells Are To 
Supply Demand 


A notice appearing elsewhere in 
this paper from the Board of 
Water Commissioners regarding 
the limitation of the hours for 
use of lawn service from five io 
ten a.m. and from five to nine p. 
m. will be read with interest by 
the many users in town. 

While those are the terms on 
which water is seld on a flat rate 
basis as can be seen by reading 
the flat rate contracts, they have 
never been enforced up to the 
present time. Due to the exces- 
sive drought and heat of the past 
weeks the amount of water used in 
town has been very heavy and rs 
a result the reserve in the stand 
pipe has been considerably low- 
ered, this in turn lowers the pres- 
sure throughcut the town. 

It is felt by the board that if 
all residents will co-operate in the 
manner described in using the 
water for lawn and garden service 
that the town will be able to tide 
over this period with water sup- 
plied from the artesian wells. If 
this supply falls short the water 
board will find it necessary to turn 
om the balance required from the 
pump. house. Everything has been 
maintained in readiness at the 
pump house for such an emerg- 
ency as this but it is the hope 
of the board that this measure will 
not be necessary. 

The Jordan Roberts Co. are 
drilling in town for an additicnal 
well, the town being fully protect- 
ed and having to contribute noth-

“This real debt includes a $15,000, 

000 deficit left by the Drury Go- 
vernment, in 1923, at the end of 
their term of Office. Against this 
debt we have all the natural re- 
sources of this great Province of 
ours. Ontario, worth untold millions. 
Ontario's finance is sound,” declar- 
€d the speaker, “and this is one rea- 
e0n why the Henry Government 
borrows money at four and one-half 
per cent.”

Live Stock Market 

TORONTO, June 2—The British 
bacon market which rose steadily 
throughout the week and which at 
the close showed no signs of weak- 
ening, lent its impetus to the hog 
division of the Toronto liye stock 
market this week and shoved it up 
40 cents. A 600-head heavier run 
than the previous week failed to 
slow up the Toronto market, 

An unusual burst of warm wea- 
ther sent sheep prices crashing down 
and the division closed $1.50 lower 
for the four days’ trading. Price 
changes on cattle were confined to a 
25-cent loss On weighty steers and 
bulls. No changes were recorded on 
calves and lambs. Receipts on all 
Classes were heavier with lambs 
showing the greatest increase with 
a jump of 1,000 head. 

Cattle trading was dragegy for the 
greater part of the week, but light 
Teceipts towards the close enabled 
a Monday holdover of 1,200 to be 
reduced to 200 at the close of Thurs- 
day's session. Exporters paid $5.50 
‘to $6.35 for weighty steers at the 
Opening, but none sold higher than 
$5.75 for the balance of the week. 
Medium to good steers sold mostly 
at $4.75 to $5.50. 

Choice butcher cattle were steady 
at $5.00 to $5.35, with a few top lots 
at $5.50. Fed calves Tanged from 
$5.00 to $7.00, according to quality, 
and two loads of Western yearlings 
sold in fed calf range at $5.75. Good 
butcher cows brought $3.50 to $3.75, 
and light cows moved up to $4.00.

ADDRESSES LIBERALS 


Lindsay Liberals, at a well atten- 
ded meeting held in the Armouries 
Saturday aflernoon, wore addressed 
by the Hon. Peter Heenan, Minister 
‘of Labor in the Mackenale King 
Gevernment, and member of fhe 
Privy Council, who, in a scathing 
attack on the present Government, 
declared, that to cast a vote in fa- 
vor of the Tory administration is to 
endorse trickery, deception and 
bluff in the public life of the coun- 
try. 

The meeting was also addressed 
by William Newman, M.L.A., the 
candidate, and Bruce McNevin, who 
acted In the capacity of chairman. 
Mr. MoNevin, in his opening re- 
marks, sald that he had two quest- 
jons to put before Mr. Frost, the 
Conservative candidate, and would 
like an answer to them. “Can Mr. 
Frost tell the people,” asked Mr, 
MecNevin, “Why, when the Govern- 
ment that is appealing to the peop- 
le, built two silos at the Orillia 
farm, they cost the people $3,900.00, 
when silos of the same size and con- 
struction, can, and have, been built 
locally for $300.00, or less, but al- 
lowing the Government $1,200.00, 
which is an exhorbitant price for 
such a job, and over twice as much 
as the work should cost, where did 
the other $2,700.00 go to?” 

“When Sir Adam Beck developed 
and provided electric power in this 
country, he did so at a cost of $15.

The Hon. Peter Heenan, in his 
address, said in part: “There is so 
much rottenness being carried on /by 
the Ontario Government that I 
could not cover it if I were to stand 
here and address you for 1 month. 
All the Labor men in this country 
need to know however, is the truth, 
and the facts and they will be re- 
asonable. I have heard, that in 
lindsay there are two railroad men 
who say they will support the Tory 
Government, I can’t believe it. If 
you have a labor man who is going 
to support the Tory Government, 
you have a man that js not only 
betraying himself and his family, 
but 1s betraying humanity, and I'll 
prove those words. 

"This is a railroad town— what 
they didn’t promise you fellows.

Mr. Bruce McNevin, chairman of the Heenan-Newman 
meeting held in Lindsay on Saturday, June 2nd, is re- 
ported by the Post in its issue of June 4th to have asked 
Mr. Frost certain questions and Mr. Frost hastens to 
make the following replies:

For his 
information the silos were erected for use in con- 
nection with the huge plant at Orillia Mental Hos- 
pital. The silos serve over 2000 patients who are 
being taught useful occupations. Of necessity they 
are very large and of the finest construction. Ten- 
ders for their erection were advertised in the regular 
way and 13 contracting firms tendered. The highest 
tender was $5893 and the lowest $3900. E. Webb 
& Son, the well known firm of contractors, submit- 
ted the lowest tender of $3900. and were awarded the 
contract. Through Govt. efficiency the cost per pat- 
ient per day at this institution has been reduced from 
$1.16 per day to 96 cents.—WILL MR. McNEVIN 
NOW BE FAIR ENOUGH TO ADMIT THAT THE

QUESTION 2—“When Sir Adam Beck developed and

HEPBURN CHARGE 
GODERICH, June 14—Immediat- 
ely accepting a Government cha 
lenge to reveal more liquor tollgate 
names, Mitchell Hepburn, on Wed- 
nesday, threw back Into Premler 
Henry's face, the name of his own 
Minister of Mines. 

The Hon. Charles McCrea is 
“connected up” with the spoils sys- 
fem allegedly surrounding purchas- 
€s iby the Liquor Control Board, 
charged the Liberal Leader. 

Letters Read 

In substantiation, he read four 
letters, one purporting to be from 
the agent for Strathnavar Whisqey, 
to Mr, McCrea, and complaining 


and second, purporting to be a re- 
ply from Mr. McCrea, stating, “I 
arrauged at the time”; a third, pur- 
perting to be a further communica- 
tlon from the agent, thanqing the 
Minister for support, which brought 
him a big order; and a fourth al- 
legedly revealing a split between two 
men inyolved in the traffic, men- 
tloning Mr. McCrea’s influence, and 
involving the manager of the Li- 
juor Board's Ottawa warehouse. 

Mr. Hepburn's acceptanze of the 
Henry challenge came dramatical- 
ly Wednesday, before 2,000 Huron 
electors, at an open-air meeting at 
the Goderich Fair Grounds. 

“T claimed three years ago,” said 
the Liberal Leader, “that a tollgate 
system existed in connection with 
purchases by the Lijuor Control 
Beard of Ontario.

The weather throughout Western 
Canada during the past week has 
been most propitious for crop pro- 
Spects. Splendid rains have fallen 
and these, with the cool weather,

ing grains, pastures and gardens, 
according to the weekly crop re- 
port of the Agricultural Department 
Canadian National Railways. 

Throughout Manitoba, the weath- 
er has been cool, with heavy rains 
and light showers. Wheat has a 
stand of five to nine inches and is 
looking healthy, Where necessary, 
farmers are busy spreading poison 
bait for grasshoppers. Conditions on 
the whole are favorable. 

The cool weather and heavy rains 
throughout Saskatchewan during 
the last week have brightened the 
prospects considerably. In the sou- 
thern portion, more rain is need- 
ed to revive pastures. In the region 
division crops are coming up pat- 
chy and growth has been slow, but. 
recent rains will help considerahly. 
Grasshoppers are very numerous, 
and poison is being distributed. 
Some of tho early sown grains re- 
ported in short blade, More rains 
are needed in this district. 

In Central Saskatchewan, condit- 
fons have considerably improved 
auring the past week, and are now 
looking much better and ‘should 
make rapid progress. The rains of 
the past few days should arrest soil 
drifting for this season and have 
held the grasshoppers in check, but.

TORONTO, June 9—Hot weath- 
er slowed up the muvement on the 
Toronto Live Stock Market during 
the week, and prices dropped on 
all classes with the exception of 
hogs. 

Lambs registered the ‘biggest 
drop, closing $2 to $2.50 lower cn 
choice quality. Veal calves declined 
$1 to $1.50 on tops. Prices dropped 
fully 25 cents on butcher cattle, 
and as much as 50 cents on weiga~ 
ty steers. 

Receipts of all classes of live 
stuck were about the same in yol- 
ume as last week. Packing houses 
were glutted with beef, and there 
were 1,300 head of cattle unsold 
at the close, 

While cattle receipts should be 
kept down, if possible, some cattle 
were forced to the market this 
week from drought-stricken dis- 
tricts. Pastures are bare in some 
sections, and water is scarce. Ccol- 
er weather Thursday should slight- 
ly relieve the situation by avceler- 
ating the movement of beef. Rain 
js urgently needed. 

‘Cholce steers opened at $5.50 to 
$5.75, while the few closing sales 
were made at $5 to $5.25. Steers 
made a good proportion of the 
holdover. Butcher cattle opened 
at $5 to $5.50 for choice, and clos- 
ed at tops of $5, with common ¢ell4 
ing downward to $3.50. 

Cows closed lower at $350 to 
$3.75 for choice. Bulls were slow 
all week at $2.50 to $3.50, according 
to quality, Fed calves ranged froin! 
$4.50 to $6.50 on Tuesday, with so 
sales recorded for the balance of 
the week. 
A few light stockers sold at $3.50 
to $3 per cwt., to speculators, with 
no inquiry coming from the farm- 
ers, Milkers and springers clos- 
ed lower at around $40 for tops. 
Calf receipts were 2,900 head, 
Prices opened steady at $6 to $650 
for choice vealers, but dropped 
sharply to $5 for tops by the close, 
Common to medium calyes had a 
smaller decline, closing at $3 to 
$4.50, 

Hog receipts were again moder- 
ate at 4300 head. The market 
gained 10¢ on Monday, and held 
steady for the remainder of the 
week. Salesmen tried to increase 
the gain, but, as was the case with 
other meats, pork and ham ras 
moving slow to con#umers.

Mr_ Car- 
ley also said that six of Canada's 
nine Provinces put together had an 
indebtedness of $82,000,000 less than 
Ontario, although the population of 
Ontario was not nearly that of the 
other Provinces. 

Referring to roads, Mr. Carley 
stated that the laborer was lucky 
if he receive $1.00 for every $6.00 
spent for roads under the present 
method of handling the work. He 
also stated that under the Liberal 
administration the Government 
would save over a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars a year by seeing that 
the Crown Attorney's prosecuted 
their own cases, instead of hiring 
outside lawyers. 

Joseph Singer, K.C., of Toronto, 
in addressing the audience, stated 
that he was speaking, not as to Li- 
berals or Conservatives, but to in- 
dependent thinking people. Refer-

CRITICIZES NAZIS 


The position of Vice-Chancellor 
Franz von Papen in his outspoken 
criticism of certain Nazi policies, 
was greatly strengthened in che 
view of the German people Wed- 
nesday by the support of President 
von Hindenburg. who sent a brief 
telegram of commendation to von 
Papen on the speech he delivered 
last Sunday, and it became known 
that von Hindenburg was given 
an advance copy of ‘the eddress to 
study at his country estate, while 
Chancellor Hitler was not similarly 
favored.

“Ontario's electors have demonstrated cnce more 
their capacity for government. They were dissat+ 
isfied with the Henry Administration, found no m‘t- 
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ty of adequately informing a vast electorate regard- 
ing the issues at stake. Theso Issues are often 50 
complex as to puzzle the average voter. ‘Unable to 
grasp the problems on which he should vote, he is 
apt to be carried away by catch cries and specious 
promises, This is particwarly the case in a time of 
world-wide depression, when multitudes are unablo 
to understand the real cause of their sufferings.

The unemployed have 
been fed and clothed and cared for through the of- 
forts of ministers, in co-operation with the Fed- 
eral Government and the municipalities, but it 3s 
obvious that the ibeneficiaries of this generous lar- 
gesse haye been moved by no sense of gratitude. Nor 
are they to be blamed for their inability to grasp 
the world-wide catise of their troubles or to appre+ 
ciate the infinite pains taken on thelr \belialf.

ed superintendent here. ‘The mill 
worked to capacity until two years 
ago when a slump came and fore- 
ed them to close down.

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INQUEST WAS HELD IN DEATH OF GIRL 


New Firm Coming To Town 
Will Provide Work Locally 


in London, Ont. 


Find Death of 
Muriel Wray 
Was Accident 


But Coroner's Jury Warns 
_ Against Practice of Riding 
i On “Running Boards” 


ASK FOR LEGISLATION 


“We, the Coroner's Jury empan- 
elled to enquire into the death of 
Muriel Wray do find that the said 
Muriel Wray came to her death in 
the Ross Memorial Hospital in the 
Town of Lindsay about seven p.m. 
on June 8, 1934, as a result of in- 
juries received by accidentally fall- 
ing off the running board of a mot- 
or car while riding home from 
school on the road leading from 
Fenelon Falls to Bobcaygeon and 
that no blame be attached to any~ 
one. 

“This Jury would strongly implore 
all people from accepting rides on 
motor car running ‘boards and also 
all drivers of motor cars not to 
allow under any circumstances any 
person to ride upon the same. 

“We would also recommend that. 
the Department of Public Highways 
make Legislation prohibiting the 
above practice under penalty.” 


The above verdict was returned 
by a Coroner's Jury empanelled by 
‘Coroner Dr. F. A. Logan in the 
Council Chamber Friday night. 
‘Those serving on the jury were, Al- 
lan Blewett (Foreman), Charles 
Thomas, James Sandiland, George 
Cuthbert, Joyn Wells, William Waite 
Edward Begley and Richard Butler. 

In the taking of the evidence 
there was nothing to suggest neg- 
ligence on the part of those riding 
in the car or the driver and it was 
felt that everything possible had 
been done for the girl after the un- 
fortunate accident. 

Dr. E. A. White 

Dr, E. A. White, of Fenelon Falls, 
testified that at five o'clock in the 
evening he arrived at the scene of 
the tragedy and found Miss Wray 
lying on the side of the road in 
very bad condition presumably suf- 
fering from a fracture of the skull. 
John Elliott, driving Webster's tob- 
acco truck came past and the in- 
jured girl was loaded in the truck 
which served admirably a5 an am- 
bulance in which she was brought to 
the hospital at Lindsay where it 
was discovered by Dr. Logan that 
her neck was broken and she died 
within a half hour after being ad- 
mitted to the hospital. She was 
unconscious from the time she fell 
and never regained conscjousness. 

Walter Junkin 

Walter Junkin, driver of the car 
on the fateful occasion said that 
he lived within three miles of the 
Wray home and was well acquaint- 
ed with Muriel Wray. He stated 
that they were coming home from 
working on the road when they 
caught up to the girl and asked her 
to have a ride. The car was stop- 
ped completely before she stepped 
on the running board and at the 
time she accepted the ride she was 
within 130 yards of her own gate. 
From the time she jumped on 

the running board to the.time she 
Tell off a distance of about thirty 
yards had been covered, the car 
haying been changed from first to 
second gear but nat to high gear 
and as a result travelling at a 
very slow rate of speed. Miss Wray 
had’ not asked to be picked up but 
it was customary for the boys on 
returning from working on the 
road to give Miss Wray a ride home, 
this had happened on a number 
of occasions. Miss Wray had never 
ridden in the car but had always 
been in the habit of standing on 
the running board as her home is 
only a short distance from the 
school and as a rule the car had 
five passengers, 

Evidence of the other two occu- 
pants of the car, Roy Junkin, bro- 
ther of the driver, and Thomas 
Cook, a friend and co-worker on 
the road, co’oberated the evidence 
as given by Walter Junkin and stat- 
ed that they did not actually see 
the girl falling off the car but that 
when the door flew open and Miss 
Wray fell the car was brought to 
a stop within a few feet and they 
rushed back to lend assistance. The 
Jury examined the handle of the 
door of the car which was in front

“It must pe open season for the 
Knights of the road” was the way 
one local citizen put it as he look- 
ed over the array of “drifters” 
parading the streets Thursday. 
For some reason or other the past 
day or two has witnessed a con- 
siderable increase in the number 
of transients in Lindsay. 

‘Now that the soup kitchens haye 
closed in all the towns and cities 
the boys have resorted to the old 
pan handling art and are loud in 
their old familiar wail “Brother 
can you spare a dime?” 

Necessity is the mother of in- 
vention and there are a great var- 
iety of ways in which a meal can 
be rustled up by the transient who 
feels the pangs of hunger overcom- 
ing him. Some of the wanderers 
when they strike a town just start 
out on what is known as a cold 
canvass and call on every house as 
they come to them until their re- 
quest is granted. Others resort to 
the genuine panhandling and strike 
for the main street where they ap- 
proach likely looking citizens with 
a request or a dime to buy a cup 
of coffee. It is a peculiar fact 
that perhaps ninety-mine out of a 
hundred will ask for money to buy 
coffee rather than to buy a meal, 
or a smoke, or many of the hund- 
reds of other things the dime is 
really spent on that is requested 
for the purchase of coffee. It's 
one of the standard requests of the 
profession however and there must 
be a reason for it. 

‘Still other transients will appeal 
for work in order that they may 
earn a meal. This is a measure 
that meets with a certain amount 
of success as it imparts the Impres- 
sion that they are willing to work 
and are just victims of circum- 
stance. Of course the transient 
knows that in many cases the meal

HEAVY RAIN 
IS BIG HELP 
TO THE WEST 


CROPS HAVE MADE ALMOST 
UNBELIEVABLE RECOVERY IN 
MOST PLACES, DUE TO THE 
REFRESHING RAINS 


WINNIPEG, June 16.—(Special)— 
Steady downpours during the past 
week have greatly helped the crop 
situation, late-sown grain having 
particularly benefited. The delayed 
cowing of considerable amounts of 
coarse grains will commence im- 
mediately, weather conditions per- 
jmitting. Grasshoppers continue to 
cause havoc, but the cool wet wea- 
ther has greatly curbed the ramp- 
age. Polson bait stations are again 
working in all infested districts. In 
many areas, the protracted drought 
affected germination and growth 60 
severely that even recent generous 
rains cannot bring such districts 
back to normal, according to the 
weekly crop reports of the Agricul- 
tural Department of the Canadian 
National Railways. 

South and South Central Mani- 
toba report crops greatly improved 
and pasture lands showing better 
bottoms. Moisture is sufficient to 
jast some time and the opinion is 
that the crop has made an almost 
unbelievable recovery, exceyt in the 
extreme southwest corer, where 
drought and soil drifting have made 
more than a fractional recovery 
impossible. 

Central Manitoba grains are mak- 
ing excellent progress, with mois- 
ture sufficient for some time andj 
farmers are optimistic while al- 
ong the Dauphin and Swan River 
sub-divisions. the weather has been 
ideal, and all crops e1e advancing 
rapidly. Fall mr is heading out, 
and the hay crop should be hea- 
vy- 

Along the Weyburn, Lampman 
Ayenlea, Gravelbourg, Central But- 
te, Riverhurst, Bengough subdivis- 
ions, in Saskatchewan, weather was 
200]. with showers. More secding is 
being done since the rain was re- 
ed.

May Try To “Freeze Out’ 
Lieutenant-Governor,A 
Native Of Blackstock 


CAN'T FIRE HIM 


The Lieutenant-Governor of On- 
tarlo, Col. Herbert Alexander Bruce, 
a native of Blackstock, may have 
to vacate his position because of 
pressure being put on him by the 
Government elected by the people 
on Tuesday. 

‘The suggestion that he should re- 
sign his position in view of the peo- 
ple’s verdict for economy in gov- 
ernment came Thursday from Mit- 
chell F. Hepburn, Premier-elect. 
“The people have unmistakably 
expressed themselyes ‘as in favor of 
a program of strict economy,” said) 
Mr. Hepburn, “They have demor- 
strated that they want no unnec~ 
essary pomp and splendor. 

“Now I have nothing but the 
highest personal regard and esteem 
for Dr. Bruce; but I consider that 
it would be a generous gesture on 
his part to accept this undeniable 
decision of the people and leave h:s 
duties to the Chief Justice, who is 
quite capable of performing them 
as administrator. 

“For my part, I am determined 
that there will be no pomp and 
glory attending the opening of the 
19th Legislature. 
“Iam determined to carry out 
my election pledge to reduce taxa- 
tion by effecting economies where- 
ever they are possible. 4 
From Ottawa comes word that Mr. 
Hepburn's dramatic plan to freeze 
out the Lieutenant-Governor of On- 
tario stirred intense interest in the 
Capital, but men in authority were 
anxious to ayoid any quotable opin- 
ion on the question, which, since the 
Liberals have not yet taken Office 
at Queen's Park, is still in the pro- 
jective stage. 
Regardless of his reported state- 
ment to the contrary, Mr. Hepburn 
is powerless to cut off the lieuten- 
ant-governor’s salary. That income 
is stipulated and paid by the Dom- 
inion under the terms of the British 
North America Act. It is set by 
statute at $10,000 a year and is pay- 
able annually out of the consoll- 
dated revenue fund. 
It is assumed here that the pro- 
vincial legislature votes the holder 
of the office an allowance for en- 
tertaining or other purposes. When 
Mr. Hepburn takes office, it will be 
within his power to stoo expendi- 
tures under this heading. Regard- 
less of the fact that the legislature 
may haye appropriated money for 
the lieutenant-governor’s specific 
benefit, the Cabinet can't refuse to 
pay it out. It would merely remain 


the fighting lines with the men. He 
pelnted out that if anything hap- 
pened to him, he had plenty of bro- 
thers to succeed him as heir tothe 
throne. But the icy Kitchener kil- 
led his hopes by pointing out that 
it might be all right if he were mer- 
sly killed, but would be rather bad 
if the heir to the throne were cap- 
tured by the Germans.

Runs on all classes, with the ex- 
ception of hogs, were heavier with 
cattle showing an increased supply 
of more than 2,000 head. The calf, 
sheep end lamb runs were 1,500 
head heayler, while hog receipts 
were down 1,100 head 

Though liberal] rains throughout 
the Province improved pastures, de- 
mand for stockers from the coun- 
try was weak. Exporters shipped 
226 head of cattle for Great Bri- 
tain and a few loads of slaughter 
cattle were sent to Montreal. The 
supply of 5,700 head of cattle was 
almost sold out at the close of the 
week. 

Weighty steers ranged from $4.50 
to $6.25, and one outstanding load 
of 1,275-pound steers brought $0.75.
